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City of Elba facing possible default on bond payment

Elba City Council members were 
told Monday evening there wasn’t 
enough money in the bank to make 
a $83-$84,000 General Obligation 
bond payment due the last of this 
month, Mayor Ricky Haywood told 
council members that bookkeeper 
M Hardwick was predicting a 
shortfall of cash needed to make the 
payment. 

The council will tackle this matter 
at the next council meeting after 
Haywood gives an exact amount of 
additional money needed to make 
the payment. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
asked what was being done to insure 
Elba has funds on hand to meet debt 
service. He then noted, “If we had 


passed a 10% sales tax last month 
when you (mayor) recommended a 
1% increase, we would still be short 
on this payment.” 

Haywood acknowledged that was 
true. 

The much delayed 1993-94 bud- 
get was again tabled, awaiting de- 
tailed spending information — re- 
quested by council members. 

The council heard at least three 
request for leases on parts of the old 
school complex. 

Apparently the high school au- 
ditorium will be leased to Reverend 
Hirron Williams and The New 
Abundant Life Deliverance Church. 
Only some minor technical re- 
quirements remain before signing a 
lease on this facility. 

Williams told the council his 
group wanted the auditorium and 


two restrooms. He added, “We don’t 
come to beg for anything, we will 
pay our own way.” The minister ex- 
plained that they would clean up the 
facility and make any necessary re- 
pairs themselves. 

Ken English requested a lease on 
the elementary school lunchroom for 
a screen print operation, which 
would employ three people in the be- 
ginning. Questions about wording of 
the lease caused this to be tabled un- 
til the next meeting. 

Dolray Fleming again requested 
to lease this same area. At the last 
meeting, council members suggested 
she find an area at the Junior High 
School to put her planned teen rec- 
reation club. Again Monday night 
they asked that she look at the other 


school. : 
Mrs. Fleming agreed to return to 


the next meeting with a plan for part 
of the Jr. High wing. 

Fredrick Hamilton, of SE Al- 
abama Regional Planning & De- 
velopment addressed the council on 
the housing renovation program un- 
derway in Mulberry Heights. He not- 
ed that two streets had recently been 
deieted from the paving project and 


that could lower the city’s minimum 
match and cause the entire $400,000 
grant to be lost. 

Mayor Haywood questioned the 
change order deleting the streets, but 
Hamilton said he had no answers, 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
council voted for Gladys Yelverton’s 
mouon to authorize the mayor to do 


what was necessary to stay in com- 
pliance with the grant agreement. 
Mrs. Yelverton said, “I don’t see 
why we are slowing down on this, 
let's keep it moving.

Reportedly: a mother and her 13- 
year-old daughter were taken at gun- 
point from their home in the Bethany 
Community by Myers. This occurred 
at approximately 10:30 p.m. on Sat- 
urday night. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
stated that he (Myers) took the moth- 
er and daughter down an old logging 
road near the VFW Post located just 
off AL Hwy. 134 west of Enterprise. 

The mother was chained to a tree 
in the wooded area while Myers sex- 
ually assaulted the young girl. 

According to the sheriff, Myers 
then took the girl back to the house 
after raping her leaving her mother 
chained to the tree 

After some period of time, Myers 


and the girl returned to the wooded Y' 


area in the mother’s car where he un- 
chained her and placed her in the 
trunk of the car. 

The three road around for about 
an hour after which Myers took the 
two back to their residence. 

He left the mother’s car and 
drove off on a 1983 Jeep pickup 
truck, 

Police were notified of the inci- 
dent at approximately 2 a.m., Sun- 
day morning, 

It was the spotting of the Jeep 
truck that led the investigators and 
sheriff's deputies to the house Myers 
was hiding in. At the time, officers 
were looking for the scene of the 
crime, 

When the officers approached the 
house, Myers ran out a back door 
and into a thick wooded area, 

Additional law enforcement per- 
sonnel were called in to cordon off 
an approximate 12 square mile area. 

Tracking dogs from both the Troy 
Police Department and Fountain 
Correctional Center in Aumore were 
called in to lead in the search for 
Myers. 

After uacking the suspect for 
more than 8 hours, the dogs caught 
up with him and he was taken into 
custody without incident. This oc- 
curred shortly after 4 p.m., Sunday 
afiemoon, 

Assisting in the manhunt were of- 
ficers from the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department, Elba Police De- 
partment, New Brockton Police 
Department, Enterprise Police De- 
partment, District Attorney's Office, 
State Troopers, and Game Wardens, 

Also participating in the search 
was an Alabama National Guard hel- 
icopter out of Montgomery, 

Myers is presently being held in 
the Coffee County Jail in New 
Brockton, 

In a hearing held at the county 
jail, District Judge Tom Head set

That ordinance becomes effective 
today, upon its publication in The 
Elba Clipper as required by Al- 
abama law. 

Voting for the ordinance as pre- 
sented by Council member Earl 
McCollough was all five council 
members.

Council members checked the law 
and with the Alabama League of 
Municipalities and determined that 
the mayor’s signature was not re-

Council members said they got 
the ordinance from the League of 
Municipalities as a sample of what 
was in place and being enforced in 
other Alabama cities. 

Under the provisions of the new 
law, the mayor can hire only on a 
temporary basis until the next regu- 
lar meeting of the council. He must

then report, in writing, to the council 
the name, position and salary of the 
employee. The council must vote in 
the majority to make that hiring per- 
manent or that individual is terminat- 
ed. 

Any person not confirmed by the 
council for permanent employment 
is ineligible for re-employment in 
any position without prior approval 
of the majority of the city council. 

There is also a provision in the 
new law which allows the city coun- 
cil to hire employees without their 
being previously on temporary hire 
by the mayor. This also takes only a 
majority vote of the council mem- 
bers present. 

Early in the discussion on the or- 
dinance, Mayor Haywood ques- 
tioned the legality of the action and 
called for Attorney Jackson Stokes 
for an opinion, referring to him as 
the City Attorney. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless 
questioned Stokes being the City At- 
torney, referring to an Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion which appeared to 
give the council the right to hire the

NAFTA Still Spells Disaster For Alabama Jobs 


Now that the race to pass the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment (NAFTA) is in the final stretch, 
there is alot of desperate horse trading 
and behind the scenes deal making by 
the Presidentto gain badly needed pro 
NAFTA votes. 

Despite rhetoric that Ameri- 
can jobs are going to be protected by 
NAFTA and that many of the country’s 
economic experts support it, the 
American worker is in jeopardy. And 
no amount of side deal promises can 
protect him. 

Last week, the Clinton Admin- 
istration announced that it had cut 
NAFTA protective deals with Ameri- 
can citrus, sugar and peanut farming 
interests in exchange for support for 
the free trade accord. 

Although such behind the 
scenes moves appear to give the illu- 
sion that these American farm jobs 
will be protected if NAFTA passes, 
you shouldn't bet the farm yet. 

In the Wiregrass, $180 million 
was generated through local peanut 
sales in 1992 alone. These sales had 
a total estimated economic impact of 
nearly one billion dollars in southeast 
Alabama. You had better believe that 
any attempt by Mexico to increase 
peanut exports to the United States 
will have a negative impact on our 
local economy. 

Although Mexico is nota large 
peanut producing country right now, 
access to the lucrative American mar- 
ket will certainly change that. 

There are many other coun- 
tries, Argentina and China among 
them, which are waiting in the wings 
to ship their peanuts to the U.S. through 
Mexico. This is already being donein 
Canada which “transships” third coun- 
try peanut products to the United 
States. 

No side deal offered by the 
Clinton Administration does anything 
to alter this practice. Even though the

Furthermore, the Administra- 
tion has demonstrated its unwilling- 
ness to honor its side deal agree- 
ments in the past. 

One needs to look no farther 
than the so-called deal the White 
House cut with the peanut industry 
inexchange forsupportof the Clinton 
budget. After the ink dried on the 
budget, the president ignored his 
pledges to protect the peanut pro- 
gram. 

But then again deception has 
been the norm for this Administra- 
tion. For example, the White House 
claims to have the backing of 300 
noted American economists on 
NAFTA. 

A closer examination of the 
list reveals that only 19 of these 
experts have actually read NAFTA. 
On top of the smoke and mirrors, 
there’s also just plain faulty logic in 
the reasoning of the supporters of 
NAFTA. 

The Joint Economic Com- 
mittee (JEC), a bipartisan congres- 
sional committee comprised of 
House and Senate members recently 
found that much of the data used by 
the Administration in support of 
NAFTA are “flawed in math and 
logic, generally misleading and too 
limited in scope to be of value.” 

As chairman of the House 
Republican Task Force Against 
NAFTA, I would like to report to 
you that we are within 7 votes of 
defeating the accord. The vote in the 
House takes place on November 17th 
and you can rest assured that I will be 
among those casting a vote against 
NAFTA, and, instead pushing for 
free and fair trade.

Judge Says 
No To 
Wets’ Suit

An attempt to get the wet/dry ref- 
erendum placed back on the Nov. 9 
ballot failed last Wednesday mom- 
ing (Nov. 3rd.). 

Members of a group calling them- 
selves “Citizens for Revenue in 
Elba” filed a complaint for declara- 
tory judgement in Circuit Court after 
the Elba City Council removed “the 
question” from the ballot in a 
Wednesday moming meeting. 

The “suit” was thrown out before 
any evidence concerning the petition 
to get the matter placed on the ballot 
was even heard. 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley, of 
the 12th Judicial Circuit, dismissed 
the case because no person or indi- 
vidual’s name was listed on the law- 
suit when filed. 

Judge McAliley said, “An uniden- 
tified group of people cannot hide 
behind a chosen name for the pur- 
pose of bringing suit.” 

The judge pointed out that the 
only name appearing on the suit, as 
it was filed, was “Citizens for Reve- 
nue in Elba.” 

“This does not mcet the guide- 
lines as set forth in the Alabama 
Rules of Civil Procedure,” said 
McAliley. 

There were unverified reports that 
the group’s attorney, Ed Brown, had 
filed an appeal to the judge’s ruling 
with the Court of Civil Appeals in 
Montgomery. 

The wet/dry referendum was not 
on the ballot last Tuesday!

REMEMBERING WITH JAKE- By Jake Bonneau 


One of the most important loca- 
tions in the early years of Elba’s his- 
tory is now never given a thought. 

Before the levee and canal were 
built, Beaver Dam Creek came 
through Elba. The soil coming into 
the area was clay and shale so the 
creek was restrained to a rather nar- 
row and shallow bed. By the time it 
got to what is now Jackson Street, 
that is the one that crosses from U. 
S. 84 into Mulberry Heights, the soil 
became a sandy loan. Over the thou- 
sands of years this soil washed deep- 
er and wider than the stream coming 
in. This washed into and down Pea 
River. Where Beaver Dam was still 
narrow and had a firm bank and bed 
was an ideal spot for a dem, No one 
knows when the first dam was built 
there, it was longer ago than anyone 
that is living today. The first dam 
was probably for a grist mill. Every- 
one needed com meal to survive in 


~ the early years. 


If you drive across Jackson from 
#84 in the winter when the vegeta- 
tion has been killed by the cold, you 
can look down and see large con- 
crete pieces of the last dam that was 
destroyed by the U. S. Corps of En- 
gineers when they diverted Beaver 
levee and 
stopped water from the original 
course. 

In 1908, someone installed a 
small dynamor, or we usually say 


. generator, at this location. It seems 


more like an experimental affair than 


_ commercial. As far as I can find out, 


only a few places were wired to re- 
ceive electricity. Ernest “Pap” Owen 
was the man that looked over the op- 
eration. It was turned on about dark 
and was left on for a very few hours 
before being turned off. People 
would go up there to see them tum 
the lights on. I have been told that 
the bulbs of that day gave off a yel- 
lowish glow. 

The Baptist Church of Elba was 
built on the corner of Court and Bu- 
ford. It was the first Baptist church 
in downtown Elba and was built in 
1882. Oscar English was to marry 
Clyde Kimmey and they wanted to 
marry By electric lights so they 
picked 8:00 p.m. at the Baptist 
Church because of the lights, I have 
tried to get the exact date, but have 
not been able. It was June 1911. 

No one knows for sure but I be- 
lieve the town of Elba decided to 
build the dam and power plant down 
the Pea River. David Henry James 


- was the person selected to build the 
* Elba Dam. Not the electrical part. He 


came to Elba and I am sure it took 
several years to build the dam, The 
run-a-round, and all of the things it 
took to make it a complete job,

Richard Earl James is now retired 
and although he has a home in Birm- 
ingham, some few years ago he 
bought a small place near his first 
cousin, Patsy Pinckard, who married 
Ralph Sharpless. He is in Elba a lot 
and reads The Elba Clipper. He gave 
me information I could have never 
found else where. 

His grandfather, John Henry 
James was working at Newport (Vir- 
ginia) News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Co. where he learned to make 
electric motors and generators from 
scratch. He took a course from Inter- 
national Correspondence school in 
electrical engincering. This was 
about 1900. The early years of elec- 
tricity. This made him very much in 
demand all over the United States 
and indeed, the whole part of this 
continent. When Richard Earl James 
was a tot, his Father worked for a 
mining company in Montana, he 
next built a steam generating plant in 
Yukon Territory in Canada. Next 
was Skagway, Alaska and then came 
Northern Mexico. There the family 
learned a lot of the Spanish lan- 
guage. 

Soon after all this, Mr. James met 
Mr. Enzor of Troy, Alabama. He is 
the man that owned the Enzor Thea- 
ter where many Elba people would 
on occasion go to see movies, I re- 
member going to at least two that he 
up dated at different times. 

Mr. Enzor told John Henry James 
that Elba was needing someone to 
install and erect generators, lines and 
what it took to get an electrical sys- 
tem going. He accepted the job. The 
generators were first used by the 
T.V.A. on the Tennessee River, but 
were too small for them. They were 
shipped to Elba by railroad. I had no 
idea how they got them to the power 
plant and lowered them into posi- 
tion, It is hard to believe the ingenui- 
ly of people that found a way to get 

ings done with no modem meth- 
od 


Ss. 

I learned of the T.V.A. generator 
by talking to Ed Hatcher. He and 
Bill Morgan ran the power plant for 
a long, long time. Bill Morgan and 


his wife, Salome, had a daughter, 

Mary Louise, that was in our age 

group. The Morgans lived in the 

house near the dam. Bill and Salome 

made all of us teenagers feel so wel- 

come that we found excuses to visit 
Louise. 

John Henry James and his crew 
had to build the electrical system 
from the beginning. Transmission 
lines had to be built from the power 
plant into Elba. Buildings had to be 
wired, This was a major undertaking 
and a huge advancement to the wel- 
fare of Elba. 

Of course, a man that moved 
from place to place doing special- 
ized work like John Henry James, 
took his family with him. His eldest 
son was named for his grandfather, 
Richard Earl James, He was enrolled 
in school in Elba, According to Za- 
die Rowe, and the best of my memo- 
ry from talking to her, the lights of 
Elba were turned on in late 1915, Of 
course, Mr, James had to do work 
getting everything operating and 
taining people to operate and main- 
tain this new unknown machinery, 
While the son was going to Elba 
High School, he met Ida Belle Con- 
nor, She was the daughter of Benja- 
men F. Connor, Sr. and his wife, 
Hattie, They lived on the left side of 
Buford Street just before you got to

March 17, 1921. Little did anyone 
know that the date would many 
ears later be a infamous date in 
Elba. It is also ironical that his birth 
date was the same as the flood of 
that date in 1990 and the flood of 
March 14, 1929 washed the Conner 
house completely away. The levee to 
the left of the Crooked Bridge over 
White Water is about where it stood. 
I think that this also is most unu- 
sual. David Henry James did the 
construction work on the dam, the 
power plant, etc. The electrical sys- 
tem was done by John Henry James. 
These two were not related and nev- 
er heard of each other. I don’t really 


know if they ever met, but Elba fur- 
nished brides to both families. 

It is rather strange that I have 
wondered for years about how the 
old Elba Power Dam came into exis- 
tence and Earl James, by reading my 
column, supplied me with the infor- 
mation, 

I think that for the sake of the 
younger generation, I should tell 
them something about the earlier 
years. When the first electricity 
came to Elba, no one had anything 
but lights. Nearly every home, as 
well as businesses, had drop cord 
ceiling lights. A cord hung down 
from the ceiling with a socket on the 
end into which a light bulb, of the 
watt you wanted, could be screwed 
into it. A switch was on the socket 
that you turned on or off. There were 
no wall plugs because there was 
nothing made at that time to plug in. 
Electric fans came first. I believe the 
first electric refrigerators came to 
Elba in the early 1930s. It had a 
large round coil on top that held the 
cooling mechanism, There were very 
few street lights and they had about 
60 watt bulbs with a round reflector 
above it. The Pea River Power Plant 
only served the small center section 
of Elba, We finally were inter- 
connected with the Andalusia area 
and some time in the 1960s it was no 
longer feasible to operate the Elba 
Power Plant. It served its purpose 
and served it well.

The Brantley Bulldogs put the 
finishing touches on a perfect 10-0 
record last week and will now hope 
to continue their winning ways when 
they host the Coffee Springs Golden 
Bears, in the opening round of the 
Class 1A football playoffs. 

Brantley had one of its best sea- 
sons ever in '93 and outscored its 10 
victims by a combined score of 353- 
15, making the Bulldogs one of the 
state's most feared teams. 

The Bulldogs are led offensively 
by Derek Caldwell, a multi-talented 
6-4, 185-pounder, that is considered 
one of the state's top 15 college pros- 
pects. Caldwell is a threat both pass- 
ing and running, and gives the Bull- 
dog offense a weapon as dangerous 
as any in the state in any class. 

The Bulldogs also feature a stable 
of outstanding running backs, led by 
Ivan Christian (5-9, 165), Mareo 
Jones (5-10, 165) and Charlie Lay- 
ton (6-0, 175), and a quality offen- 
sive line Ied by Eric Crenshaw 
(175), Pete Hill (240), Andretti Dan- 


icls (217) and Tiniel James (185). 

The Brantley defense posted eight 
shutouts in the 10-game regular sea- 
son and allowed only 1.5 points a 
game against a rugged schedule that 
included playoff participants Ariton, 
Red Level, Goshen, Luverne and 
Highland Home. 

Coffee Springs struggled out of 
the blocks this season and stood at 1- 
3 after four weeks of action, but 
closed with a flurry and ended the 
regular season with six straight wins 
that Icft the Bears with a 7-3 record. 

The Golden Bears lost to 2A 
playoff participants Samson 30-15 
and Geneva County 21-7 to open the 
season, then after a less than impres- 
sive 14-6 win over G.W. Long, lost 
big to 1A power Ariton 38-0. That 
was the last time the Bears would 
taste defeat, as they closed out the 
campaign with wins over Zion Chap- 
el 26-12, Wicksburg 41-13, Kinston

While Coffee Springs is far from 
being a one-man team, the Golden 
Bears do have one of the state's top 
quarterbacks in Chad Martin, a 6-2, 
200-pound senior. Martin, a five- 
year letterman for the Golden Bears, 
passed for over 600 yards during the 
season with 10 TD's, and also 
burned opposing defenses with al- 
most 700 yards rushing. 

Coffee Springs averaged over 20 
points per game during the season, 
but in the six-game winning streak 
scored at a clip of over 28 points per 
game, showing all that the Bears got 
better and better as the season pro- 
gressed. 

These two teams met a year ago 
in the opening round with the Bull- 
dogs claiming a 32-7 win, and you 
know that the Golden Bears remem- 
ber that loss well.

Two-state, four-county chase ends in shootout near Opp

A chase which began in Holmes 
County, Florida ended in Covington 
County, Alabama with shots being 
fired and one individual wounded. 

According to reports, the incident 
began mid-morning Tuesday when 
Dallas Simmons (age unknown at 
press me) abducted his estranged 
wife at gun-point from a bank in 
Bonifay, Florida. 

Florida law enforcement agencies 
put out a B.O.L.O. (Be-On-Look- 
Out) for a light tan, late model, Nis- 
san bearing a Florida license plate. 
The vehicle reportedly belong to 
Simmons’ estranged wife Kathy. 

The vehicle was spotted shortly 
afterwards in Geneva, Alabama by 
Geneva Police Chief Frankie Lind- 
sey. The chicf, on his unmarked po- 
lice car, was able to stop the vehicle 
with the assistance of another un- 
marked Geneva police car. 

After the Geneva police had the 
Suspect vehicle stopped, Simmons 
flashed a pistol, holding it to his 
wife’s head and telling officers he 
would kill her if they did not let 
them go. The officers backed off. 

The suspect vehicle, still being 
driven by Mrs. Simmons, proceeded 
north toward Enterprise with Geneva 
police in “surveillance pursuit.” 

Enterprise police were alerted to 
the situation and prepared for a pos- 
sible interception of the vehicle as it 
approached the city. 

As the car reached Enterprise the 
decision was made to allow it to pro- 
ceed through the city (downtown) 
and attempt a “take down“ once it 
had cleared the congested area. 

A favorable opportunity did not 


present itsclf for the car to be 
stopped so it was allowed to contin- 
ue westward. New Brockton and 
Elba police were alerted that the sus- 
pect car was headed their way along 
U.S. Highway 84. 

A plan to stop the car East of 
Elba before it entered the downtown 
area did not materialize. Again, the 
Suspect car was allowed to pass 
through town and plans made to 
make the stop once it had cleared the 
congested area. 

Just West of Elba, the intensity of 
the pursuit heightened as police units 
allempted to pass the vehicle and ex- 
ecute a “rolling roadblock.” That is a 
situation where police vehicles get in 
front of behind and on the side of the 
suspect car and force it to stop. Each 
time this was tried, the suspect 
placed the gun to his wife’s head or 
pointed the weapon at the interven- 
ing officers. They backed off fearing 
that he might harm the woman. 

The chase proceeded through 
Danley’s Crossroads and to U. S. 
331 where it then turned South to- 
ward Opp. 

At one point, there were more 
than a dozen law enforcement vehi- 
cles in pursuit of a vehicle occupied 
by a man and driven by his cs- 
tranged wife. 

The decision was made to stop 
the suspect vehicle at a bridge just 
north of Opp where Lake Frank 
Jackson backs up under Highway 
331. The Opp police responded 
along with Covington County Sher- 
iff's units. 

As the suspect vehicle traveled 
South, Simmons apparently ordered 
his wife to stop the car. When she 
did, he fired at the pursuit vehicles 
striking Chicf Lindsey’s car several

As the chase neared the road- 
block, the suspect car tumed righi 
onto N. Opine Road (Covington Co. 
Rd. 38) with law enforcement vchi- 
cles in “hot pursuit.” 

The chase continued down Co. 
Rd. 38 toward a crossroads where a 
Covington County Sheriff's unit had 
sect up a roadblock. The suspect car 
slowed down as it neared the road- 
block but then sped pass the sheriff's 
unit onto a dirt road. 

As the car roared pass, one of the 
deputies stepped out of the woods 
where he had taken cover and shot 
the tires of the suspect car with an 
fully-automatic weapon, causing a 
blow-out, 

The car continued for four-tenths 
of a mile down the dirt road before 
Mrs. Simmons lost control or pur- 
posely ran into the ditch. 

The suspect began firing at the of- 
ficers in pursuit as they approached 
the car. 


right thigh. Officers Byrd, White, 
Davis, and Chief Lindsey were all 
exchanging gunfire with the suspect. 

Simmons was taken into custody 
at the scene by Investigator Ronnie 
Davis who turned him over to Cov- 
ington County Sheriff's deputies. 

He was transported to Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital by the Opp Rescue 
Squad, where was he received treat- 
ment for the leg wound. 

Simmons was later moved to the 
Covington County Jail in Andalusia, 
Alabama. 

Mrs. Simmons suffered no visible 
physical injuries during her ordeal. 
She was allowed to return to Boni- 
fay, accompanied by Holmes County 
deputies. 

According to Covington County 
Sheriff Wilbur Mitchell, charges 
against Simmons could include kid-

cars. One car, driven by Investigator 
Donnie Byrd, was struck in the 
windshield on the driver’s side by a 
single bullet. Byrd was hit in the 
face by shattering glass but did not 
sustain any serious injuries. 

Another Elba unit being driven by 
Investigator Ronnie Davis, with Sgt.

A tractor-trailer was fired on Sat- 
urday night as it was traveling north 
on AL Highway 167. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, an individual or 
individuals fired shots into an 18- 
wheeler belonging to Donnell Truck- 
ing Company. 

The incident occurred between 
10:30 and 11:00 p.m. at the intersec- 
tion of AL Highways 167 & 51 
northeast of New Brockton. 

Reportedly the shots came from a 
shotgun and possibly a handgun, The 
blast struck the tractor on the passen- 
ger side striking the rear view mirror 
and breaking the window. 

Paul said, “It blew the glass out 
of the right door, and the driver sus- 
tained minor injures as glass struck 
his forearm and face.”

The sheriff's department is asking 
anyone that might have seen a vehi- 
cle at or near the old Tindol Tire 
Store between the hours of 10 and 
11 p.m.

Law enforcement agencies taking 
part in the chase included: Geneva, 
Enterprise, New Brockton, Elba, and 
Opp Police Departments; Coffee 
County and Covington County Sher- 
iff’s Departments, and the Alabama 
State Troopers. The Holmes County, 
Florida Sheriff's Department units 
were in the area, but were not direct- 
ly involved in the arrest, as the chase 
and arrest were made across the state 
line.
